The Senate is making some progress with 
the bills for constructing a navy and strength- 
ening our coast defenses, so that in time of 
war we may not be the helpless prey of 
the cruisers of third and fourth rate Powers.

jury were as the surgeon described 
the number and nature of* the wounds re- 
ceived by Shannon, Jacob Hansen, and the 
dying agonies of Barrett, Miller, and Sho- 
han. He also explained that many of the 
surviving officers are maimed for life: and, 
not a littid to the surprise of many members 
of the jury, related that several of the 
wounded merf are still confined to their beds, 
though it is nearly three months since the 
fatal bonib was thrown. Dr. Murphy’s state- 
ment was clear and complete. It presented 
the murdereus work of the bomb thrown by 
Schnaubelt to the jury in a most im- 
pressive way. His description of the 
wounds proyed the destructive character 
of what the prisoner Fielden has termed 
the new agency of civilization.” He also 
proved that bombs were not the only weapons 
of death employed by the Anarchists. They 
freely used revolyers. Officer Shehan’s 
death was caused by a bullet. Several other 
policemen have suffered—some are suffering 
~-from pistol wounds. The testimony of the 
surgeons examined sustuined that of Dr. 
Murphy on every point. They were not 
cross-examined. The defense did not wish 
to have the chapter of horrors spun out be- 
fore the jury. It would not have been wise, 
in view of the fact that many of the Anarch- 
ists’ yictims are yet suffering from their 
wounds and two are not expected to survive. 

Capt. Schaack’s description of the de- 
structive work of the dynamite used in the 
bomb thrown by Schnaubelt was a supple- 
ment of the doctors’ testimony. The North 
Side officer, to whom is due most of the 
credit of unearthing the murder conspiracy, 
told his story in a plain, blunt way. He 
showed the effects of the black dynamite 
with which Lingg loaded his shells to the 
jurors by the destruction wrought on boxes, 
beer-kegs, and pieGes of iron, displa ing the 
fragments in couft. He also told how the pris- 
oner Lingg confessed that he intended to use 
those bombs against the police and the capital- 
ists, and of Lingg’s boast of his connection 
with the Anarchist Society, of his visits to 
Spies, and of his purpose to reform America 
by the agencies of explosives and secret so- 
cieties: though Lingg had not been long 
enough in the country—only nine months— 
to find out what there was to reform. The 
evidence of the Captain was not necessary to 
convinee the jury of the guilt of the young 
man recently from Baden. The testimony 
af this witness told hardly against Engel,

Later developments in the case of * K. 
Cutting, the American citizen now in jail at 
Faso del Norte, Mexico, have misled certain 
newspapers. into an acquiescence in the 
Mexiean view of the matter. which is entire- 
ly wrong. Cutting is an American citizen 
who up to the time of his arrest published a 
paper called Bl Centinela, in the Spanish 
language, at Paso del Norte, Mexico. In 
that paper he made an attack upon a Mex- 
ican named Emiglio Medina, who was about 
to establish a rival sheet in the same town. 
Medina had him arrested and taken before a 
Mexican court, where he was forced to re- 
tract the slander or libel, or whatever it was, 
and then set at liberty. It seems that almost 
immediately he reerossed the Rio Grande, 
going to El Paso in Texas, and there had 
printed in the Herald of that town, a paper 
published in English and Spanish, the fol- 
lowing card: 


In alate issue of El Centinela, published in 
Paso del Norte, Mex., I made the assertion that 
Emiglio Medins was a fraud, and that the Spau- 
ish newspaper he proposed te issue in Paso del 
Norte was ascheme to swindle advertisers, ete, 
This morning said Medina took the matter to a 
Mexican court, where I was forced to sign a rec- 
onciliation. Now, I do hereby reiterate my 
original assertion that said Emiglio Medina is a 
fraud, and add deadbeat to the same; also, that 
his taking advantage of the Mexican law and 
forcing me to a reconciliation was contemptible 
2 cowardly, and ih keeping with the odious 

orgs of said Emiglio Medina. Should the 

Emiglio Medina desire Americon satisfac- 
tion for this reiteration, I will be pleased to grant 
him all he may desire at any cae in avy man- 
ner.

On his return to Paso del Norte he was re- 
arrested for libel and contempt of court and 


- thrown into The vile Mexican jail where he 


now is. Ie card, which is blackguardly, 
was printed in the Herald the 20th of June. 
Cutting’s arrest followed promptly, and he 
was umprisoned without action until July 21, 
when the Mexican court offered to let him 
out ou bail. This-propesition he refused to 
accept by advice of Consul Brigham, whose 
communications to the State Department in 
Washington finally resulted in a demand for 
the prisoners release, compliance with 
which was refused. So far as we are able to 
judge from the published statement of the 
ease, the Mexican court appears to have 
acted without jurigdiction in rearresting the 
man, as his second offense was committed on 
American and not Mexican soll. It is not 
probable, moreover, that our Government 
would have demanded his surrender without 
grounds upon which to base the demand, 
and therefore it is not probable that 
the transmission of the  correspond- 
ence and the evidence in the case by 
the State Department to the Senate im pur- 
suance of the resolution of Mr, Ingalls will 
materially alter the aspect of the affair. 
The questions as to whether Cutting is a 
blackguard or a gentleman and whether he 
is personally popular or unpopular in Texas 
have no bearing on the case; but in the 
midst of all the excitement aroused his per- 
sonal qualities are receiving a great deal of 
unnecessary attention to the detriment 
of the merits of the case. The Chihuahua 
authorities hold that as he was a resident of 
Paso del Norte, although a citizen of the 
United States, he is responsible te the laws 
ef Mexico for an offense committed against 
them in the United States. Obvioysly such 
a construction cannot hold water. It is the 
question of the new extradition treaty over 
again Agreement with the Mexican con- 
struction is equivalent to an admission that 
Great Britain would have the right to de- 
mand and receive the extradition of citizens 
of the United States conspiring in this coun- 
try to blow up Buckingham Palace in Lon- 
don. All decent Americans would be glad 
to get rid of the blatherskite Rossa, for in- 
stance, but that would not be the proper 
method. It is a cardinal principle of extra- 
dition law chat a nation shall not be com- 
pelled to surrender its own citizens & sub- 
jects, and that prineiple is pointed im its ap- 
plication to Cutting's case. If the reports 
are true—and there is no reason to doubt 
them—it is clear that he is illegally impris- 
oned, for, even admitting Mexican juris- 
diction, the fellow can only be tried for libel 
at most, whereas he is treated as a danger- 
ous criminal and. with undue severity at that, 
But the Mexican courts have not jurisdiction ; 
therefore the demand for his release should 
be rigidly adhered to until complied with, 
and compliance with 1t accelerated by vigor- 
ous measures. 

The war talk of entaxed and. blatant 
Greaser officials and editors may be treated 
with utter contempt; but Mexico has been 
sadiy in need of a lesson from the United 
States for many years, and the present is an 
excelleut opportunity for teaching it. 


WHY FISHERMEN COMPLAIN. 
Because our Minister to England has pro- 


tested against the seizure of two American 
fishing vessels under peculiarly exasperating 
circumstances, and because the Secretary of 
State has replied to the inquiry of Congress 
in effect that he:is paying prompt attention 
to the fisheries question, the Administration 
and mugwump organs join in declaring that 
American fishermen have ne right to com- 
plain, and that the Administration’s policy 
dots not deserve the harsh criticisms which 
have been made upon it. 

It is not so much the action of the Admin- 
istration in regard to thé seizure of this or 
that vesse] of which complaint is made as 
it is of its general policy on this question. 
These individual eases can and will be eyent- 
ually settled by the courts. The real 
ground of protest consists in the fact 
that the President and Secretary of State take 
the English ingtead of the American view of 
the question in spite of the memorials of the 
fishermen, the indignant appeals of the press 
and people, and the sentiments expressed by 
the large majority of both Houses of Con- 
Kress. The entire history of the fisheries 
question shows that the Oanadians have 
profited and the Americaus have lost at each 
step whieh has been taken. The treaty of 
1818 has availed us nothing, and lias only 
served as a trap in which to catch our vessels. 
The three-mile limit of 1889, made so elastic 
by the Canadians as to inclade deep-sea fish- 
ing, has driven our vessels out to sea. The 
law of 1870 made them liable to seizure, 
whether fishing or pot, if. within the pre- 
scribed limits. The Fisheries Commission 
and treaty of Washington mulcted us iu the 

ef $5,500,000, besides giving Canada a 
market here. Canadian customs regula-

Canadian authorities, knoWing the Sec- 
retary of State to be on their side of the 
question, are vigorously following up the 
outrage policy, hoping to force the Ameri- 
can fishermen Into the acceptance of a new 
treaty, Meanwhile the fishermen have over 
and over again notified the Secretary of State 
that they do not need to buy bait in Canadl- 
an ports; that they de nat want te fish with- 
in the three-mile limit; that they ha ve noth- 
ing to gain, but much to lose, by a new 
treaty; that their trade has been nearly 


| ruined by the old treaty, which has built up 
a flourishing business for the Canadians; 


and that all they ask is for the 
same privileges in Canadian ports as 
Canadian vessels have in ours. Congress has 
recognized the fairness of their position by 
giving the President authority to declare non- 
intercourse if these privileges are not con- 
ceded. Meanwhile the President declines to 
use the authority, and the Séeretary of State 
continues to assert that a new treaty is the 
only remedy for the sithation, and to taunt 
fishermen when they complain ef outrages 
with the indifferent remark that there would 
be no outrages if a treaty were negotiated. 
This might prove true in one sense, as under 
a new treaty it would only be a question of 
time bow soon there would be no American 
fishing vessels left, Instead of a bold, retal- 
iatory American policy the Secretary of State 
is playing into the hands of the Canadians, 
and that is sufficient ground for complaint. 
Portunately, even if he should negotiate a 
treaty, the Senate will never ratify it, but 
this does not make his actions any the less 
pusillanimous. 


BEER DEOUTH IW IOWA. . 

The prolonged dry weather in Iowa causes 
considerable complaint among the farmers 
and appears tu be affecting the public health 
seriously, ‘The mortality reports for that 
State are no higher than ordinary, and 
neither the boards of health nor the local 
physicians make mention of any unusual 
sickness; but still the official record of liquor 
sales by druggists shows a veritable epidemic 
of maladies requiring aleoholic treatment, 
For instance, in a place of 3,000 inhabitants a 
druggist doing au ordinary business reports 
eighty-four liquor prescriptions filled in one 
day, and in a county which. contains no large 
town nearly 5,000 pints of liquors were re- 
quired during the month of June for the act- 
ual necessities of medicine.” The extraor- 
dinary need for alcoholic medication in Iowa 
may be owing to the prolonged drouth or to 
the Prohibitory law, or perhaps to the com- 
bined influence of both these potent causes, 

The condition ef the public health in lowa 
dliseloses several singular facts. The spread 
of. diseases requiring aleoholie stimulation is 
general in the smaller toons where the 
saloons have been closed, but in the larger 
places where the untaxed groggeries are 
still open the demand for liquor prescrip- 
tions is little greater than ordinary. The 
increased need of liquor for the actual ne- 
cessitles of medicine” sprung up immediate- 
ly after the adoption of the Prohibitory law, 


and while the method of treatment then’ 
adopted seems highly popular its success 


cannot be regarded as established. Few per- 
manent cures are efleeted and the patients 
appear to linger from year to year in about 
the same condition. Beer is the favorit med- 
icine, and it is administered not only for dys- 
pepsia and general languor, but for rheuma- 
tism, dimness of vision, and stiff joints. 
This method of treatment can hardly be 
esteemed scientific, but then in lowa every 
man is his own doctor, and under a liberal 
ruling of the Supreme Court can fake his 
own diagnosis and prescribe for bimselt. 
Even under the radical prohibitory legisla- 
tion of that State every citizen retains unim- 
paired the sacred right of dosing himself, 
and the liquor reports show the enthusiasm 
with which the privilege | is 8 exercised. 
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WOMAN-SUFFRAGE HELPS THE SALOONS. 

One of the strongest arguments made by 
the advocates of the extension of the suffrage 
to women has been the advantage which 
would result to the cause of temperance if 
they were allowed to vote. An opportunity 
has now been had to test the truth of the 
argument. A local-option election was re- 
cently held in Washington Territory at 
which the women voted as unre- 
strictedly as the men. The result was 
that the Saloons came out ahead 
in the larger places, as they always do. The 
Portland Oregonian, commenting upon the 
election, ironically: says: It having been 
ascertained that the woman yote in Wash- 
ington Territory, or a large part of it, can be 
depended upon to support the liquor traffic, 
it is supposed there will be no further onpo- 
sition to woman-suffrage there.” The result 
which has happened in Washington Terri- 
The 
women whose votes can be controlled by the 
liquor interest are of the kind that would be 
east with more regularity and unanimity 
than those deposited against the traffic. The 
relative proportion of votes would be changed 
very little. The only advantage would be in 
small places which already have local option 
without the female vote. In the citiey the 
wamen wha might vote against the traffic 
would be overwhelmed by those yoting for it.

‘The ridiculously small amount 
of $620,000, whieh the Democratic House is 
willing te spare in procuring heavy guns, has 
been Increased by the Senate to $6,650,000, 
to be applied to the manufacture of heavy 
steel guns in this country. 
as large a sum as was contemplated by the 
Ordnance Board, still it is a good beginning. 
It would have been better, we think, to buy 
guns from Krupp outright if they could have 
been had, as it would have saved time, and 
the country would not have been compelled 
to wait in a defenseless condition while guns 
are being made here. Under the most favor- 
able circumstances it will require four or 
five years to build them, and then the 
fortifications themselves must be placed 
in readiness to receive them. It seems to 
have been an error of judgment to defeat 
Senator Dolph’s amendment appropriating 
$2,000,000 for these fortifications, as the 
work eventually will have to be done. Still, 
as we have said, the Senate has made a 
good beginning, and its action contrasts 
favorably with the unpatriotic, unstatesman- 
like eourse of the Democratic majority in the 


House. 


THE NEW TORY CABINET. 

With the material at his disposal Lord 
Salisbury could scarcely have selected a bet- 
ter Cabinet than that announced yesterday. 
William Henry Smith will not be Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland as at first reported, so the 
Jand-purchase scheme connected with his 
name may be considered abandoned. He will 
at least do no harm as Secretary of War, and 
he will be shelved, politically speaking, by 
transfer to the House of Lords 

The most important appointment is that of 
Lord Randolph Churchill to the Chaucellor- 
ship of the Exchequer. This remarkable 
young man has hitherto displayed no finan- 
cial knowledge to speak of, and it seems 
ridiculous to put him m a place which has | 
tried the best ability of a Gladstone and a 
Disraeli, and which wrecked the political 
fortunes of Robert Lowe, who was at one 
time looked upon as the rival of Mr. Glad- 
stone as a financier. But Lord Randolph 
has been tried in so many difficult positions, 
and has succeeded so often when failure was 
predicted, that he may succeed even now. 
The trlumph of audacity was not as marked 
in Disraeli's case as in that of this young 
man, for Disraeli was a man of great ability 
and knowledge and of polished eloquence, 
whereas Chureluh''s education is limited, he 
has not read half a dozen books since he left 
college, and has none of the gifts of oratory. 
Poverty of talent among the Tories has 
forced the rapid promotion of this young 
man in a hurry —to modify his description 
of Mr. Gladstone. He is the best man of his 
party fer leadership in the House of Com- 
mons. His appointment is a bitter dase for 
the Liberal-U nionists, especially Hartington. 

Of the other Cabinet officers Mr. Stanhope, 
Mr. Plunket, Sir Richard Webster, and 
Lord Ashbourne are comparatiy young 
men. They have acquitted themselves well

THE CUTTING AFFAIR AGAIN. 

Later developments in the case of A. K, 
Cuttmg, the American citizen now in jail at 
Paso del Norte, Mexico, have misled certain 
newspapers. into an acquiescence in the 
Mexican view of the matter, which is entire- 
ly wrong. Cuttmg is an American citizen 
who up to the time of his arrest published a 
paper called Bl Centinela, in the Spanish 
language, at Paso del Norte, Mexico, In 
that paper he made an attack upon a Mex- 
ican named Emiglio Medina, who was about 
to establish a rival sheet in the same town, 
Medina had him arrested and taken before a 
Mexican court, where he was forced to re- 
tract the slander or libel, or whatever it was, 
and then set at liberty. It seems that almost 
immediately he recrossed the Rio Grande, 
going to El Paso in Texas, and there had 
printed in the Herald of that town, a paper 
published in English and Spanish, the fol- 


lowing card; 


In alate issue of El Centincia, published in 
Paso del Norte, Mex., I made the assertion that 
Emiglio Medina was a fraud, and that the Span- 
ish newspaper he proposed to issue in Paso del 
Norte was a scheme to swindle advertisers, etc, 
This morning said Medina took the matter to a 
Mexican court, where I was forced to sign a rec- 
onciliation. Now, I do hereby reiterate my 
original assertion that said Emiglio Medina is a 
fraud, and add deadbeat to the same; also, that 
his taking advantage of the Mexican jaw and 
forcing me to a reconciliation was contemptible 
—— cowardly, and in keeping with the odious 

utation of said Emiglio Medina. Should the 

ald Emiglio Medina desire American satisfac- 
tion for this reiteration, I will be pleased to grant 
him all he may desire at any time in any man- 
ner. K. Curtis. 


On his return to Paso del Werte he was re- 
arrested for libel and contempt of court and 
thrown into the vile Mexican jail where he 
now is. ‘The card, which is blackguardly, 
was printed in the Herald the 20th of June. 


Cutting’s arrest followed promptly, and he 


was unprisoned without action until July 21, 
when the Mexican court offered to let him 
out on bail. This proposition he refused te 
accept by advice of Consul Brigham, whose 
communications to the State Department in 
Washington finally resulted in a demand for 
the prisoners release, compliance with 
which was refused. So far as we are able to 
judge from the published statement of the 
ease, the Mexican court appears to have 
acted without jurisdiction in rearresting the 
man, as his second offense was committed ou 
American and not Mexican soil. It is not 
probable, moreover, that our Government 
would huve demanded his surrender without 
grounds upon which to base the demand, 
and therefore it is not probable that 
the transmission of the correspond- 
ence and the evidence in the case by 
the State Department to the Senate in pur- 
suance of the resolution of Mr, Ingalls will 
materially alter the aspect, of the affair. 
The questions as to whether Cutting is a 
blackguard or a gentleman and whether he 
is personally popular or unpopular in Texas 
have no bearing on the case; but in the 
midst of all the excifement aroused his per- 
sonal qualities are receiving a great deal of 
unnecessary attention to the detriment 
of the merits of the case. The Chihuahua 
authorities hold that as he wasa resident of 
Paso del Norte, although a citizen of the 
United States, he is responsible te the laws 
ef Mexico for an offense committed against 
them in the United States. Obviously such 
a construction cannot hold water. It is the 
question of the new 8 over 
again’ Agreement with the Mexican con- 
struction is equivalent to an admission that 
Great Britain would have the right to de- 
mand and receive the extradition of citizens 
of the United States conspiring in this coun- 
try to blow up Buckingham Palace in Lon- 
don.

| stance, but that would not be the proper 


method. It is a cardinal principle of extra- 
dition law that a nation shall not be com- 
pelled to surrender its own citizens & sub- 
jects, and that prineiple is pointed in its ap- 
plication to Cutting’s case. If the reports 
are true—and there is no reason to doubt 
im pris- 
oned, for, even admitting Mexican juris- 
diction, the fellow can only be tried for libel 
at most, whereas he is treated as a danger- 
ous criminal and. with undue severity at that, 
But the Mexican courts have not jurisdiction ; 
therefore the. demand for his release should 
be rigidly adhered to until complied with, 
and compliance with it accelerated by vigor- 
ous measures. 

The war talk of enraged and blatant 
Greaser officials and editors may be treated 
with utter contempt; but Mexico has been 
sadly in need of a lesson from the United 
States for many years, and the present is an 
excellent oppor tunity for Sesening it.

WHY FISHERMEN | COMP MPLAIN. 

Because our Minister to England has pro- 
tested againat the seizure of two American 
fishing vessels under peculiarly exasperating 
circumstances, and because the Secretary of 
State has replied to the inquiry of Congress 
in effect that he is paying prompt attention 
to the fisheries question, the Administration 


and mogwump organs join in declaring that 


American fishermen have no right to com- 
plain, and that the Administration’s poticy 
does not deserve the harsh criticisms which 
have been made upon it. 

It is nat so much the action of the Admin- 
istration in regard to thé seizure of this or 
that vessel of which complaint is made as 
it is of its Kendral policy on this question. 
These individual cases can and will be event- 
ually settled by the courts. The real 
ground of protest consists in the fact 
that the President and Secretary of State take 
the English ingtead of the American view of 


| |. the question in spite of the memorials of the 
|} fishermen, the indignant appeals of the press 


and people, and the sentiments.expressed by 
the large majority of both Houses of Gon- 
‘gress. The entire history of the fisheries 
question shows that the Cauadiaus have 
profited and the Americans have lost at each 
step which has been taken, The treaty of 
1818 has ayailed us nothing, and lias only 
served as a trap in which to catch our vessels. 
The three-inile limit of 1839, made so elastic 
by the Canadians as te inelade deep-sea fish- 
ing, has driven our vessels out to sea. The 
law of 1870 made them liable to seizure, 


whether fishing or hat, if within. te pre- 


scribed limits. The Fisheries Commission 
and treaty of Washington mulcted us iu the 
ef $5,500,000, besides giving Canada a 
market here.

In the face of this record and in defiance 


of the unanimous sentiment of the fisher- 
men, as well as of the instruction 1s of Con- 


ress, both the President and Secretary of 
State Insist upon a new commission and a 


new treaty! The British Minister at Wash- 
Ington rein forces them in the demand. The 
Canadian authorities, knowing the Sec- 
retary of State to, be on their side of the 
question, are vigorously following up the 
outrage policy, hoping to force the Ameri- 
can fishermen into the acceptance of a new 
treaty. Meanwhile the fishermen have over 
and over again notified the Secretary of State 
that they do not need to buy bait in Canadl- 
an ports; that they do nat want to fish with- 
in the three-mile limit; that they ha ve noth- 
ing to gain, but much to lose, by a new 
treaty; that their trade has been nearly 
ruined by the old treaty, which has built up 
a flourishing business for the Canadians; 
and that all they ask is for the 
same privileges in Canadian ports as 
Canadian vessels have in ours. Congress has 
recognized the fairness of their position by 
giving the President authority to declare non- 


intercourse if these privileges are not con- 
ceced. Meanwhile the President declines to 


use the authority, and the Seeretary of State 
continues to assert that a new treaty is the 
only remedy for thé situation, and to taunt 
fishermen when they complain ef outrages 
with the Indifferent remark that there would 
be no outrages if a treaty were negotiated. 
This might prove true in one sense, as under 
anew treaty it would only be a question of 
time how soon there would be no American 
fishing vessels left, Instead of a bold, retal- 
iatory American policy the Secretary of State 
is playing into the hands of the Canadians, 
and that is sufficient ground for complaint. 


Fortunately, even if he should negotiate a 


treaty, the Senate will never ratify it, but 
this does not make his actions any the less 
pusillanimoys. 


BEER DEOUTH IW IOWA... 
The prolonged dry weather in Iowa causes 


considerable complaint Gmong the farmers 


and appears tu be affecting the public health 
seriously. 
State are no higher than ordinary, and 
neither the boards of health nor the local 
physicians make mention of any unusual 


sickness; but still the official record of liquor 


sales by druggists shows a veritable epidemic 
of maladies requiring alcoholic treatment, 
For instance, in a place of 3,000 inhabitants a 
druggist doing an ordinary business reports 
eighty-four liquor prescriptions. filled in one 
day, and in a county whieh contains no large 
town nearly 5,000 pints of liquors were re- 
quired during the month of June for the act- 
ual necessities of medicine.” The extraor- 
dinary need for alcoholic medication in Iowa 
may be owing to the prolonged drouth or to 
the Prohibitory law, or perhaps to the com- 
bined influence of both these potent causes, 

The condition of the public health in Iowa 
diseloses several singular facts. 
of diseases requiring alcoholic stimulation 18 
general in the smaller tewns where the 
saloons have been closed, but in. the larger 
places where the untaxed groggeries are 
still open the demand for liquor preserip- 
tions is little greater than ordinary. The 
increased need of liquor for the actual ne- 
cessities of medielne sprung up immediate- 
ly after the adoption of the Prohibitory law, 
and while the method of treatment then 
adopted seems highly popular its success 
cannot be regarded as established. Few per- 
manent cures are etleeted and the patients 
appear to linger from year to year in about 
the same condition. Beer is the favorit med- 
icine, and it is administered not only for dys- 
pepsia and general languor, but for rheuma- 
tism, dimness of vision, and stiff joints. 
This method of treatment can: hardly be 
esteemed scientific, but then in lowa every 
mau is his own doctor, and under a liberal 
ruling of the Supreme Court can make his 
own diagnosis and prescribe for himself, 
Even under the radical prohibitory legisla- 
tion of that State every citizen retains unim- 
paired the sacred right of dosing himself, 
and the liquor reports show the enthusiasm 
with which the privilege ls exercised.

WOMAN-SUFFRAGE HELPS THE SALOONS. 

One of the strongest arguments made by 
the advocates of the extension of the suffrage 
to. women has been the advantage which 
would result to the cause of temperance if 
they were allowed to vote. An opportunity 
has now been had to test the truth of the 
argument. A local-option election was re- 
cently held in Washington Territory at 
which the women voted as unre- 
strictedly as the men. The result was 
that the saloons came out ahead 
in the larger places, as they always do. The 
Portland Oregonian, commenting upon the 
election, tronicaily’ says: It having been 


ascertained that the woman yote in Wash- 


ington Territory, or a large part of it, can be 
depended upon to support the liquor traffic, 
it is supposed there will be no further onpo- 
The result 
which has happened in Washington Terri- 
tory would happen everywhere else, The 
women whose votes can be controlled by the 
liquor. interest are of the kind that would be 
east with more regularity and unanimity 
than those deposited against the traffic. ‘Tlie 
relative proportion of votes would be changed 
very little: The only advantage would be in 
small places which already have loca] option 
without the female vote. In the cities the 
women who might vote against the traffic 
would be overwhelmed by those yoting for it.

Water for Thirst-Quenching Purpose 
Maplewood and Humboldt the Worst Off 
A Serious Outiook—Annexation Wanted 
—Brackish Wellse—A Good Thing for the 
Beer Venders—The Few Who Connect 
with the City Mains. 

Tbe residents of the small villages in the 


a great deal of trouble and annoyance in even 
getting enough for thirst-quenching purposes. 
Maplewood and Humboldt are the chief suffer- 
ers, and in both pieces the outlook is serious 
in the extreme. The wells have dried up and 
the prospect for an immediate supply of fresh. 
ciean water is very discouraging. As is gen- 
erally known, neither village enjoys the luxury 
of water-works, and the people are dependent 
upon the water which falls from the sexy for 
use. The majority of the wells are fromſtwenty 
to thirty feet in depth, and are supplied by the 
rain which filters through the ground and is 
‘conducted through the rain-pipes from the 
roofs of tne buildings. As only a very small 
quantity of rain bas fallen in the last month 
it was @ natural circumstance for these 
Wells to go dry, and, with very few 
exceptions, there is not a well in Maplewood 
or Humboldt with a depth of less than thirty 
feet from which water can now be taken. A 
pumber of wells have been sunk to a depth of 
from fifty to seventy feet, and in all cases 
where gravel was struck the yield of water has 
been continuous and the owners are not 
alarmed at the continued drouth, as they feel 
satisfied their wells will continue yielding all 
the water they can use. The poor-bouse is 
provided with two wells of this kind, and no 
diminution in the water supply is apprebended 
there.

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POLITICAL KNIGHTS. 

The Crop of Labor Candidates for the Leg- 
islature—Diffiiculties in the Way of United 
Action. 

Labor candidates for legislative honors have 
of late been springing up thickly, and there 
are about a sufficient number pow pusbed 
forward to fill the next House without any 
help from the outlying poruons of the State. 
No topic outside of the Anarchists’ trial is 
more discussed in labor circles than the pro 
posed independent movement to place tickets 
in the field in all legislative districts. It has 
taken various shapes, until the labor element 


has become as hopelesly divided on this 
as on most other questions. The most 
talk is in favor of an independent 
Knights of Labor movement in accordance 
with the course of the lute State Assembly in 
advising inaependent action for minority can- 
didates wherever feurible. Probably three 
out of five Knights are in favor of a third 
party. Outside of Chicago, where the condi- 
tions are different, the Kuights have succeeded 
in fillmg the offices bere and there with their 
members, and are eager to branch out on 3 
larger scale. It is not improbable that in 
— 2 ot the Jistricts they can elect their men 

and place a small party in the next House. In 
Chicago the independent movement stands in 
danger of coliapsmg under the difficulties in 
the way and from the opposition of a section 
which will unite in nothing teading in that 
direction, 

The present crop of aspirants, bowever, do 
not base their hopes so much upon running by 
themselves as upon the help of their labor 
connections as a leverage upon the old parties, 
and in every district the claims of the labor 
element to a representation on the legislative 
ticket are bemg pressed by a dozen or more 
who are anxious to be the chosen ones. 
There does not appear to be much of a dis- 
position to listen to the claims, and as the 
slates have been made up for weeks it is not 
likely they will be broken to any great extent 
to make room for the labor candidates. The 
plan has been tried as a forlorn hope by the 
Democrats and Kepublicans in turn, and broke 
down so completely that the politicians have 
come to regard the labor element as pretty 
certain to follow the old party lines, and the 
support it gives a ticket when one of its repre- 
sentatives is upon it is not worth reckoaing 
on. In tact the labor element is so bopelesiy 
divided tha, it could scarcely elect an unop- 
posed candidag] for West Town Constabie- 

Ot the dozens who aspire to leadership there 
is probably not one who could command more 
than a small fraction of the labor vote, this 
being due largely to the Socialistic question, 
which overshadows all other issues, and to 

petty rivalries. There seems a probabil- 
ity, however, that 1 number of 
labor. candidates will be ngminated 
in the districts where the Kmgebts 
predominate, but it will be due cbiefly 
to the fact that they are politicians as well as 
labor agitators. Here and there a disposition 
seems prevalent to piace a second candidate 
for tae House on the ticket where there was 
formerly but one, and while the straight party 
man by tricks that are not vain will secure bis 
own election the labor candidate will be left to 
shift for himself and see what he can do. 

It may be possible that when the normina- 
tions are ali made there will be a large second 
crop of independent candidates who wiil run 
by themselves, but such movements bave 
never amounted to anything in the past, and 
taere is no reason why it should be different 
this tall. A dozen or more are considering the 
practicability of coming in on the second beat 
if they are left out by the regular party con- 
ventions. 

In the meantime the political bees are duzz- 
ing in a ree lively way in a large number of 
bats, and several people are making themselves 
uncomfortable in their anxiety to serve the 
* toiling masses at Springfield. . As the State 
Assembly of the Knights of Labor barred out 
saloookeepers and lawyers as unworthy of the 
support of true Knights, there seems to be a 
little more room for the aspirants.

Wasaineton, D. C., July 29.—|Special.j— ; 
The House Foreign Affairs Committee today 
held its last meeting of this session, The Cut- 
ting case came up for discussion upon the 
King resolution, cailmg upon the State De- 
partment for correspondence in the case.

[The im broglio grew out of a newspaper rivalry 
. Cutting and a Mexican named Emi oe 
Medina. Cutting, who had been a resident o 
Paso, Tex., recently began the publication at 
Paso del Norte, on the Mexican side of the river, 
of a Spanish newspaper called Zl UCentine/a, 
Medina issued a p OF grey for a paper which he 
intended to establish and Cutting made some 
criticisms upon his proposed business competitor. 
Medina forced an apo! — from him on Mexican 
soil, but Cutting renewed the controversy on the 
Texas side be Bg reo u card reiterating his 
statements about Medina, The paper containin 
this card was circulated in Puso del Norte, an 
Cutting was immediately arrested. Fora month 
he was confined in the low adobe jal without 
even being allowed to offer bail, but July 31, 
at an unseasonable hour, he was hurried to 
the court and by authority of the Supreme 
Court of Chihuahua was offered his freedom upon 
bail, but on the advice of the American Consul at 
Paso del Norte he declined the offer and said: 
*T am now in the hands of my Government and 
ignore your court altogether.“ Then he was re- 
turned to jail, where he still remains. The ed- 
itors of the other El Paso papers who have pub- 
lished uncomplimentary things about Judge Cas- 
tenado are liable to arrest whenever they set 
foot on the other side of the Rio Grande. The 
Judge is undoubtedly sustained by the Mexican 
law, which Pa. ides for the trial and punishment 
in Mexico of offenses committed in other coun- 
tries. Besides, there isa new Mexican law for 
the special government of newspaper men 
which provides that these unfortunates may. at 
the pleasure of any Judge, be imprisone tor 
a term not exceeding one year on suspicion only 
and without trial. |

President Potter's Western Trip Sup- 
posed to Have Something to Do with 
‘Them—Lines in the Northwest Contem- 
plated—Erastas Wiman’s Staten Island 
Scheme—The Chicago & Atlantic’s Ne- 
gotiations with the Central Traffic As- 
sociation Closed for Good and All. 

present trip of Véce-President Potter of 
Burlington over the Western lines in which 
company is interested is believed to bave 
Bs connection with the several important 
‘tensions and feeders the Burlington intends 
Diuiid in the near future. A new line from 
nooln, Neo., northwest to Grand Island has 

n completed, and is now being pushed into 

Niobrara country. Another new extension 
is@o branch off from .the above-named line, 

ie to run due west to Fort Fetterman 
vih Cheyenne, almost paralleling the new Fre- 
mont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley extension of 
Northwestern to Douglas, near Fort Fet- 
an. Tne territory through which these 
roads are to run is the celebrated 
Northwestern grazing flelds, and by their 
construction the Burlington expects to divide 
with the Northwestern the heavy cattle traflic 
from that part ot the couatry. The Union Pa- 
cific used to get tue bulk of that traffic, but as 
soon as the new lines of its competitors are 
completed it will lose nearly all of that busi- 
ness. It is on this account that the Union Pa- 
cific is so anxious to have Congress pass a law 
to enable it to take up loans 80 that it may 
build feeders into that territory, and thus cou- 
tinue to enjoy a share of that profitable tramo. 
In any event, the new competing lines will get 
ahead of the Union Pacific, and thus secure 
the inside track, which will be a great advant- 
age to chem. 

Another scheme of the Burlington is the ex- 
tension of its line west from Denver. It is 
now building a road from Denver into Middie 
Park, which it claims is to be merely a coal 
road to tap the coal-fieids in that section, It 
is alleged, however, that tne object of building 
that line is of far greater importance 
than . the Burlington managers are 
willing to ad wit. It is claimed 
that this alleged coal road is to be the connect- 
ing link between the Burlington and the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande Western. The latter is the 
Utah extension of the Denver & Rio Grande, 
und was cut loose from the latter about two 
years ago and has since been managed sep- 
arately by a receiver. The Burlington people, 
it is claimed, have virtually acquired a control- 
ling mterest in the Rio Grande Western, and 
as soon as they can obtain possession of the 
same it is to be converted into a standard-gage 
road and made part of the Burlington system. 
This would give the Burlington the most direct 
standard-gage line from Chicago and the Mis- 
sour! River to San Francisco, using the Cen- 
tral Pacific from Ogden, the same as the Union 
Pacitic. The Buriington has now a trafiic ar- 
rangement with the Rio Grande, but it is not 
able to compete successfully on through traffic 
because the Rio Grande now js a narrow gage, 
and therefore has to break bulk at Denver and 
at Ogdea. 

The Burlington will also have shortly an- 
other line to Kansas City. Eugineers are row 
locating an extension of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Kansas City, formerly the Burlington & 
Southwestern, from the preseat terminus at 
Bayard, Mo., to Kansas City.

The St. Louis East-Bound Pool Causes More 
Trouble, 

At the last meeting of the General Managers 
of the roads in the Central Traffic Associaton 
an agreement was made by which the business 
from and via Beardstown, Ashland, and Wann 
is to go into the St. Louis pool, the business 
from Bloomington into the Peoria pool, and 
the business from Seneca, Dwight, and Streator 
into the Chicago pool. It was thought that 
the arrangement would stop ail further trou- 
bles regarding the division of traffic via the 
various Western junction points. It transvires, 
bowever, that the St. Louis roads got into an- 
other row about the arrangement which placed 
the Ashland, Beardstown, and Wann business 
into the St. Louis pool. The Wabash took 
exceptions to the new agreement be 
cause it did not inciuge the business 
from Alton. Subsequently & meeting of the St. 
Louis lines was held and they decided to 
make a separate pool of the Beardstown, Ash- 
land, Wann, and Alton business 60 as to over- 
come the objections of the Wabash; this bust 
ness, however, was to be reported to Joint- 
Agent De Puc of the St. Louis pool. The Van- 
dalia was not represented at the meeting which 
made the latter arrangement, and when it 
learned of the action it made a vigorous pro- 
test against it and informed Commissioner 
Blanchard that it would not submit to the 
agreement. Commissioner Blanchard, who at 
present is in New York, is understood to bave 
telegraphed the St. Louis lines that their ac- 
tion was unauthorized and that business coing 
via Ashiand, Beardstown, and Wann must go 
into the St. Louis pool, as first agreed upon. 
It is not Known whether the St. Louis lines 
will submit to this ruling. If they do not 
there will probably be serious trouble regard- 
ing pooling of the Bloomington, Seneca, Streat- 
or, and Dwight business, as the roads inter- 
ested in that traffic do not propose to stand by 
their agreement unless the St. Louis lines do 
as they first agreed. 


Santa Tes Attempt to Get Inte 
Chicago. 

For some time past rumors bave been cur- 
rent that the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
contempiated the construction of a new line 
from Kansas City to Chicago. The fact that 
surveys were being made by that company be- 
tween here and the Mississippi River lent 
plausibility to the reports.

Several prominent 
stockbolders in the Milwaukee & St. Paul are 
also largely interested in the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé, anditis their desire that the two

The revenue-cutter Andy Johnson is becom- 
ing a frightful nightmare to delinquent ves 
seimasters. During the last few weeks she has 
made fly ing trips to all parts of Lake Michigan, 
oyernauling Vessels wherever she ran across 
them, and subjecting each to a rigid invest ica- 
tion. Tue object of these expeditions is. to 
ferret out all craft that are violating the savi- 
gauon laws. Quite a number of Chicago ves- 
sels have been reported for some slight tech- 
vical offense, and numerous small fines bave 
already been imposed. The last offender 
reported was the tug Pearl, which bas 
been fined $20 for not having two 
printed copies of the steamboat regulations 
aboard as required by law. Several vessels 
were reported for not complying with the rules 
relating to signal lights; but the chief offense, 
and one that the revenue officers are particu- 
larly zealous in searching out, is violations of 
the law requiring all enrolled vesaels to have 
their official number and fegistered tonnago 
carved on the main-beam. As 60 Many ves- 
sels bave been rebuilt or repaired during the 
last fe months not a few have had their vum- 
ber and tonnage marks obliterated, and cap- 
tains wili save themselves much annoyance if 
they will at once make a persona! examination 
of the main-beam of their respective vessels. 


Freights and Charters, 

The bottom dropped out of grain freights 
yesterday and carriers were unable to get car- 
goes at any price.

A New Iron Steamship. 

CLEVELAND, O., July 29.—/|Special.|—The 
new iron steamship to be built by the Globe 
iron-Works Company bas within the last day 
or two taken definit shape in model and meas- 
urement. The dimensions are as follows: 
Length of keel, 268 feet; lenath over all. 288 
feet; beam, 39 feet; depth of molded hold, 34 
feet. Probably some better idea of her size and 
shape than is indicated by these figures can 
be gathered from tne fact that in comparison 
with other ships from the same yard she is in 
length eighteen feet longer than the Spokane 
and twenty-two feet longer than the J. 
H. Devereux, and in breadth she is one 
foot wider than either. The aim of the build- 
ers is speed and ability to sail through any sort 
of weather op these lakes, even at the expense 
somewhat of carrymg capacity. She is ca- 
culated to be a good eleven mile an hour boat 
and is estimated to carry 2,500 tons on a draft 
of about fifteen feet. The probable motive 
power which will drive the ship through the 
water is a triple expansion engine, something 
as yet untried on the great lakes. The total 
cost of hull and power is put at $150,000.

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A VERY BLESSED RELIEF. 


A North Wind Helps Chicago Out and Seer- 
suckers Are Not Quoted—Cooler Weather 
All Around—The Price of Corn mre 
Down with the Mercury. 

To the sweltering heat-consumed * of 
Chicago the advent of cooler weather will be 
welcomed like a new gospel.. Early yesterday 
morning there was not a single gleam of hope 
among the multitudes who bad tossed about 
on sleepless piliows that a still hotter day was 
not in store for them. The thermometer 
stood at 78°, and there seemed every chance 
that it would go up into the nineties, as it did 
the day previous. Men looked with com- 
placency on the seersuckers they had been 
induced to buy in expectation of a long siege 
of heat, and women fondly brougit out their 
transparent’ lawns and re. The cool 
breeze, however—this time from the 
north—which seldom deserts the great 
summer-resort of the West, entirely 
upset their calculations by gradually but stead- 
ily forcing the aspiring mercury down in the 
tube. By 40’ clock it had yielded seven points, 
and at this temperature, with a threat of some- 
thing somewhat lower, light gauze of sum- 
mer was soon rep by the heavier and 
closer-grained fabrics. Reports of cooler 
weather and rains in Nebraska and other parts 
of the West and Northwest caused the despond- 
ent bears in the Board of Trade pits to climb 
their poles and throw down corn with a beavy 
thud. That cereal opened at 48 cents on the 
morning ourb, and had been depressed to 45% 
at the last curb quotation in the evening. 

Sergt. Buell of the signal service was very 
active around the Board of Trade most of the 
day fixing his weather maps when not being 
appealed to as a general oracie by anxious 
buils ana bears. A lead grain firm received 
reports ftom thirty-four points in Nebraska, 
thirty-one of which told of rain, By the 
time Sergt. Buell got back to his office 
he was Leing longingly looked-for by sundry 
Board-of-Trade men who wanted to get the 
latest sure things to guide their closing curb 
tradings. The conclusion, after listening to 
the oracle, was that it would be safest to in- 
vest in puts.“ which looks like lower prices 
in corn for today. Sergt. Buell’s report is 
briefly that the weather is generally fair and 
warm in the Southwestern and Western States. 
Some light rains have fallen in the Missouri 
Valley, and durmg the afternoon rains were 
reported from Omaha and North Platte, Neb. 
The temperature in the Northwest was cool. 
At Marquette, Mich., it was 68°; at Bismarck, 
Dak., 64°; at Prinee Arthur's Landing, British 
America, 71°; while in Indiana, Missouri, and 
parts of Illinois it was up in the nineties. The 
indications are for cool weather, with scatter- 
ing rains in dry districts, and Sergt. Buell 
thinks that re isa possibility of some rain 
around Chicago.

Civil-Service Reform in the Chicago Post-

Since 
Mr. Judd took charge be has appointed 138 
clerks and 120 carriers, or 258 in all. Of the 
carriers thirty-one were an inorease allowed 
last fall, and, deducting these, he bounced 223 
employ és to make room for so many new men.

There are in all thirty-three of 
these positions in the Pest-Office, and up to 
Juiy 1 twenty-five changes had been made, 
leaving of the entire numbe~ ‘only eight old 
men in office. 


Shocking Occurrence by the Burning of a 
Cottage. 

A ghastly accident occurred Wednesday 
evening im a cottage on Thirty-ninth street, 
betweet Ashland avenue and Irons street. The 
occupants were a family of Greeks named 
Ringene. During tue day the %monthbs-old 
child of tne family died and was laid out in an 
inner room. At the head of the tiny corpse 
were arranged several waxen tapers, while on 
the remains was a long robe. While the faimiiy 
and neighbors were in the front room the 
bouse became filled with smoke and the father, 
Zeos, rusbed to the inner room and soon 
emerged, bearing the beadless body of his 
onlld. The little home was destroyed, on which 
there was not a cent of insurance. The candles 
at the head of the corpse had burned dowa to 
the sockets of their holders and set fire to the 


sbroud, communicating to the coffin and wood- 


work of the room. When tbe father darted 
into the flaming apartment and caught up the 
babe its head dropped !rom the shoulders and 
rolied to the floor. The loss will amount to 
$500. Two adjoining cottages were damaged 
to the extent of $250. 

The Lawler Reception. 

The General Committee of Arrangements for 
the reception of Frank Lawler on his return 
home from Washington met last nigut at 
Apollo Hall on Biue Island avenue. The day. 
fixed for the reception to take piace was Aug. 
7. A number of committees were provided for, 
and it was agreed that representatives of the 
various Democratic organizations should, as a 
reception committee, meet Mr. Lawler at the 
Union Depot on bis arrival and escort him to 
Apollo Hall, nere the eulogistic and congrat- 
ulatory proceedings would be carried out.

Mr. Harrison Was Not Robbed of More than 
e 840. 
It now appears that Henry Harrison, the 


Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad em- 
ployé, was only robbed oi about $40, bis pay 
for a month's work, and that he lost the money 
in a Madison street saloon. Harrison came 
into the Prairie State Loan and Trust Com- 
pany’s Bank, at the corner of Wasbing- 
ton and Desplaines streets, in an in- 
toxicated condition and accom panied 
by another man. He wanted to 
know if that was a puwlice station and com- 
plained of his loss in the saloon. The working 
force of the bank were ali present and no 
money was offered for deposit or displayed. 
The two were directed to the Desplaines Street 
Station, baif a block north, and were only 
seen again when Harrison chased bis compan- 
jon pastthe bank windows, caliing out for 
some one to stop bim. Both parties were en- 
tire strangers to the bank people, and the 
police believe Harrison could not bave been 
robbed of more than $50 at any time or place, 
for the reason that bis wife and other persons 
likely to know declare that he never had more 
than that amount in bis possession at any one 
time.

The portrait. is life-size, representing 
a woman with a ocbarming, if nut beautiful, 
face, with a complexion of most exquisit deli- 
cacy. The pose is easy and unaffected, 
Ssuggestmg the attitude of the musician 
just after sbe bas bowed her acknuwledgments 
to the audience before ber exit. Her costume 
is of cherry-red satin, with a rich front ot 
brocade iu lilacs and purples, of which the 
artist bas made the most. Indeed, ali of the 
details of the dress are excelientiy done. Mr. 
Pickermg bas submitted bis “ Dancing Les- 
son, several water colors, and an oil portrait 
to the Exposition committee. 

Mr. William C. Stevens’. galleries are hung 
principally with French and Italian f- 
ure pieces. “The Diplomat.“ by Schwen- 
inger: “Five Minutes for Refreshments,” 
by Randinini; “Tellmg the Fortune,” 
by Pinehart; **The Intruder,” by Michetti; 
The Youog Duchess, by Boutiboune; Pre- 
pared for the Ride,“ by Cervi; “ Applicants 
for Favor Meeting Peter the Great upon the 
Staircase of His Palace, by Brutt; and the 
“Summer Afternoon Neer the Arc de Tri- 
omphe,”’ with Aurelf's two pieces. Receiving 
the Cardinal oo Monte Pincio,“ and In Par.s 
—Time of Directory.” all seem to present the 
same dashing, elaborately-attired people at 
different times and places. They appear to 
move from canvas to canvas, crisp, sparkling, 
coquettish, and elegant. Their light repartee 
cun almost be imagined; the vivacious at- 
mosphere spreads itself beyond their little 
pictured world where the artist has 
chained them, and stirs even the bumdrum 
spectator to answering vivacity. One picture, 
which bas been on exhibition there so long 
that it needs no comment, except that it is in 
violent contrast to those last mentioned, is 
Moreau’s In Maiden Meditation, Fancy Free.“ 
The harmonious delicacy of this picture makes 
it like a prayer in a merry rout. The central 
figure seems the impersonation of maidenhood, 
of high reserve, ana the purity that knows not 
its own rarity. 

In the lower gallery are half a dozen water- 
colors by Mr. Owen, President ef the Water- 
Color Society of Detroit. They are all bigeb- 
toned landscapes of lake banks, or meadows, 
or groves. Mrs. Mott bas a charming little 
study of raspberries on exhibition, with the 
upturned box making the pale shadow in 
which the lie. The soft 
bloom of the natural 
arrangement 4 Mrs. Mott 
has worked after her utual method, which 
depends not upon the imagination nor the 
usual tricks of the artist. This lady, it must 
be owned, is not a mistress of technique, but 
the honest originality of her work and the ap- 
preciauon which she shows for beauty recon- 
cile the ordinary observer to the deficiensy. 
She paiuts with enthusiasm, and she wakes 
the public feel ber enthusiasm. Mrs. Gardin 
also bas a picture on exhibition nere. 
It is a bed of carnations in 
purple and red and white, bandied with creat 
beauty. In Tbhurber’s -window are two other 
pictures of hers, one representing a vase of 
roses and the other a crystal jar of bachelor’s 
buttons, both of them of very gracoful desi¢n 
aud finished with deijeate care. Mr. S. M. 
Brooks has a pair of companion. pieces at the 
same place called Sorrow and Joy.“ The 
first represents a little boy whose howls of 
despair can almost be heard as he con- 
templates the ruins of a shattered rocking- 
horse. The second shows him emiling and 
elated beside bis mended toy. The pictures 
would be pretty for the nursery, but the shal- 
low pathos does not recommend them for any 
other place, and the coloring is cold and un- 
beautiful. Near the door stands a beau- 
tiful new proof engraving of Hector, 
Joe Emmet's dog. as engraved oy Jo- 
seph Pratt from Frank Paton's painting. 
It is one of the finest engrayings of animal 
beads ever published. 

O’Brien bas a. quantity of new autotype 
copies of this year’s Salon pictures—nsotabie 
among them Hébert’s **Ophbelia’’ and Henner’s 
“Orphan.” In one of the further gal- 
lees are two water colors by De 
Courten of ftirm, strong drawing and 
a touch of grandiose humor. One 
is an Arad sheik in ali the childish and self- 
satisfied hauteur of the bedecked desert chief- 
tain, and the other an Italian piper playing 
with ludicrous absorption upon bis instrument. 

One la ge new canvus called * Fieid Fiow- 
ers is by Daniel Strain, representmg a little 
child asleep ona grassy bank. with the fad- 
ing flowers which sue bas tired berseif out 
in gathering lying all about her. The treat- 
ment is broad, the coloring of medium tone, 
and the whole effect not unpleasing, yet lack- 
ing in beartiness. It is not iateresting enough 
to justify the pretentious size of the canvas. 
Just below this stands an unframed 
pictare by Rinaldi, which is the gem 
of the gallery. It is called A Thrifty Day, 
and portraysan old woman with a Scotch- 
looking face and peering blue eyes which 
gieam from below a wrinkled brow and griz- 
led hair, poring over a pile of money which 
lies on an old-fashioned chest of drawers de- 
fore her. ‘The purple wristieté upon. her 
wrists, the shawl wrapped about the shoulders, 
which shiver with the chills of age, 
the sordid lines of the face, which 
tell the triumphs of penury over 
nobler impulses’, are all so familiar, so like 
some grim old soul which every one must have 
known, that it bas the charm of a tale which 
we remember to have beard in our childhood.

\ THE FLRE-BOaT LAUNCHED. 


A Bottle of Champagne Broken Over Her 
Bows—She Is Named the Geyser— What 
She Is Capable of Doing and Chief Swenie’s 
Claim for Her. 

A large number of firemen and other inter- 
ested persons were present yesterday afternoon 
at the launching of the new fire-boat for the 
Chicago Fire Department from Miller's ship- 
yard, on the North Branch, near the North 
Halsted street bridge. At 4:15 o'clock the 
fastenings about the boat were cast loose. Sbhe 
slid into the water sideways without mishap, a 
bottle of champagne being broken over 
her bow as she began to move by 
Miss Pearl Miller, the little daughter 
of the builder, who named ber Geyser. 
After a brief inspection of the craft.the crowd 
adjourned to the private office of Mr. Miller, 
where champagne was served to those present. 
Mayor Harrison was called on for a speech, 
and said the good the boat would do to lum- 
bermen and their interests in Chicago would 
be incalculable. He eulogized Fire-Marshal 
Swenie, through whose efforts the boat had 
been bullt. In speaking of increased water 
facilities for fire extinguishment the Mayor 
said: If I don’t put in more fire-piugs I hope 
the next Mayor will.” The Mayor regretted 
that the boat bad not been launched the last 
dav of nis term of office. 

Marshal Swenie was called on and said that 
one reason why be wanted the boat launched 
to-day was Decause it was the fifty-second an- 
niversary ot bis birth. Tue need of a fire-boat 
had long been felt here, and a repetition of the 
big fire of 1871 bad only been averted in Sep- 
tember last during the fire in the lumber dis- 
trict by the fire-boat Alpha. If an eight-inch 
water muin were placed in Jackson street he 
said he could throw a four-inch stream over 
the Board of Trade tower with the new boat 
lying 1,600 feet away. With the four-inch 
stream he could blacken any fire in ten minutes 
that could be reachod. | 

Ex-Commissioner of Public Works Cregier 
thought Chicago was to be congratulated in 
having such a magnificent adaition to her fire 
department, and Capt. Van Schaick of the 
Lumberman’s Exchange said the lumbermen 
took especial interest in the new boat, and 
were greatly pleased that it would soon be in 
service. 

The cost of the boat when completed will be 
about $35,000. She is 105 feet in length, 23 feet 
beam, and 9 feet bold, and will be furnished 
with two 18x20 propelling engines. She will 
be able to throw one four-incn stream 400 feet, 
two three-inch streams 400 feet, eight two- 
inch streams 200 feet, and fourteen one and 
one-half-inch streams 200 feet. Her station 
will be at the Throop street bridge, and in the 
department she will be known as Engine Com- 
pany No. 37. The present crew of the Alpha, 
consisting of twelve men, under command of 
Capt. Cowan, will be transferred to the Geyser. 

Among those present at the iaunching were 
City Clerk Plautz, Superintendent of Buildings 
Kirkland, Fire Marshai Shay, and Aid.

Members of the Board of Equalization Not 
Satisfied with the Assessment Returns, 
Particularly | of the South Town—

$4,988,676 Over That of 1885 in the 
Entire City—Some Very Unique Figures 
Shown. 

The County Board of met yes 
terday afternoon, and it is apparent they are 
in earnest in their effort to get a larger assess- 
ment. The possi ilities appear to be that the 
assessment wiil be sent back to the assessors 
to be done over again. The county isso far 
behind in necessary cash that the Commission- 
ers are compelled to do something. and the in- 
crease this year of $6,539,401 on the whole 
county is not enough. Mr. De Young's re- 
turns are particularily unsatisfactory, and 
although he shows a considerable increase it 
is argued that it is not half as much as it 


and thirty billiard tables, and the Commis- 
sloners think a very careless assessment was 
made.

Young of the West and South Towns. The 
South Town personal prepeity is put down at 
$16,350,250—an increase of $624,796 over last 
year; while the real estate is $48,017,190—an 
increase of $2.619,740. The West Town per- 
sonal property is $5,380,950, a decrease of $51,- 
170, and real estate $35,167,520, an increase of 
$1,461,650. The increase in the North Town, 
as reported several days ago, was $59,280 on 
personal property and $274,380 on real estate, 
or a total increase of $338,660 over 1885. This 
makes the increase of the City of Chicago over 
the assessment of 1885 $4,988,676. 

It is with Mr. De Young’s report of the 
South Town that the most fault is 
found, and the Commissioners think it 
will take a great deal of explamming to 
show that a thorough canvases was made. Not 
a bushel of grain was returned, which 
caused Mr. Van Pelt to remark 
that this was 4 great omission, 
as over 2.000.000 bushels should have been 
taxed. Litigation, however, is now in progress 
on the subject.

Samoa Letter in Baltimore Sun: The vomen 
of Samoa are not pretty but far more 
virtuous than those of the Society Islands, and 
possess traits peculiarly their own. Their 
only clothing is the lava-iava, frequently made 
of gruss, which covers them from the hips to 
the thighs, the field for adornment belng the 
head, around which wreaths of orange blos- 
goms and of red flowers are worn.

The editor of a contemporary paper on the 
other side, politicaily, was a lady, and 
she wielded a4 vigorous and some- 
what splenetie pen. Her son was 
the ostensible proprietor. Their paper 


bad attacked my father viciously, and he had 


replied as vigorousiy as courtesy would per- 
mit, for be knew the opponent was a woman. 
Fatling in argument, Mrs. —— finally became 
desperaie, and, throwing aside professional 
courtesy, printed a bitterly personal articlé, in 
which she said my facher bad never spoken 
the truth in bis lifé, and didn’t know what it 
was. Every article that ever appeared in bis 
paper was a wicked faleehood. My father had 
only one recourse. He clipped the articic and

‘The old lady was 
furiously mad, and claimed that she had been 
personally and grossiy insulted by this treat- 
ment. She appeaied to her son, and he cbal- 
lenged my fathor to fight.

The 
young man fell at the first fire, but afterward 
recovered. My father was afterward. shot 
from behind a door while walking along the 
street.“

WOMEN IN THE TREASURY. 


When They Were First Employed—Letter 
from Gen, Spinner. 

St. Louis Republican: Tune following extract 
from a letter from Gen. F. B. Spiuner, former - 
ly Treasurer of the United States, gives an in- 
teresting account of the first employment of 
women as Government cierks: i 

Pano BrRAce, Fia., July 13—My Dear Colonel: 
When your kind letter of the 8th ult, reached 
me a few days later I was still quite ill. After 
I became well onough to write I found that I 
had not the data bere to aid my memory to 
furnish you with the information that you de- 
sired to have. Yesterday, tor the frst time in 
more than ten weeks, I went up to tho city and 
got the record that will enable me to furnish 
at least a part ot the information officially. 

My recollection s that during the summer 
of 1862, when the first issue of legal tender 
United States notes was made some twenty 
odd clerks, at $1,200 per annum salaries, were 
ew ployed in trimming the notes with shears, 
When a banker I had learned that me daugh- 
ters could trim bank-notes faster and better 
than the clerks in the office or I could myself. 
I therefore urged Gov. Chase, the then Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to employ women instead 
of the meu then employed. That they would 
be glad to do the work for half the wages paid 
to the men, and that the work would be done 
faster and better if the change should 
be made, and I insisted that 
tue young men bad better handle guns instead 
of shears in their country's service. Mr. Har- 
rington. the then Assistant Secretary, second- 
ed my suggestions, and so it was agreed that I 
micht send a woman to try ber hand with the 
male clerks then emploged. I selected Miss 
Jengie Douglass, who you no doubt will recol-
